Success Seems Sure for the Big 
Show in 1898. 


WEST IS ALL IN LINE. 


Working with Vigor to Make a 
Marvelous Showing. 


Success now seems certain for the 
trans-Mississippi and international 
.bow, familiarly known as the Omaha 
Exposition. All the West is in line, and 
working with vigor, to make the exhibi¬ 
tion next year a thing to he remember¬ 
ed, and the abundant crops of the 
farmers have encouraged them to join 
in the demonstration, tlreat resources 
will be seen, and it will prove astonish¬ 
ing and interesting to view the mater¬ 
ial. mineral, agricultural and industrial 
wealth of a section only thirty years 
old. The motto of the exposition Is 
“Expositions are flashlight photo¬ 
graphs illustrating the progress of the 
world,” and no better place to illus¬ 
trate the marvelous progress of the 
United States could be selected than 
Omaha. It'had a population In 1880 of 
a little over 30.000: in 1890 it had with 
in its limits over 1-40.000 persons. 
Omaha's growth is only one instance 
Of the marvelous progress of the entire 


mission. Other states and territories 
will send large state exhibits collected 
through private enterprise, relying up¬ 
on their Legislatures to reimburse them 
later. Under an act of Congress ap¬ 
proved in June. 1890. the exposition is 
granted recognition as a national and 
international affair.

It is to signalize the achievements of 
the builders of this great district, that 
tile exposition was projected in 1895. 
At a congress held at Omaha, delegates 
groin twenty-four states formulated 
the enterprise, and work has been going 
on until it is now settled that its gates 
will open June 1, 1898. and close Nov. 
ember 1 of the same year. Financially 
the enterprise is in excellent shape. 
Subscriptions to the stock amount to 
over $500,000, the greater part of which 
was pledged and paid by citizens of 
Omaha. Included in this sum are the 
subscriptions and donations of the 
great railway systems and street car 
lines, amounting in all to $100,000. 
Other railways whose lines traverse the 
territory will donate liberal sums. The 
manager of the department of ways 
and means is confident the grand total 
of stock subscriptions will reach $1,- 
000.000 during the present year. 

The Nebraska Legislature appropri¬ 
ated $100,000 to cover the cost of state 
buildings and exhibits. 

Illinois has appropriated $43,000 for 
a building and exhibits, to be adminis¬ 
tered under a commission appointed by 
the Governor. Iowa was the first state 
to make a preliminary appropriation to 
cover the cost of representation at the 
exposition. Montana has appropriated 
$15,000. while individual citizens have 
pledged a like amount, making $30,000. 
Utah appropriated $8,000 and the Gov¬ 
ernor was authorized to name a com- 


The main entrance will be through 
the Arch of States in the Grand Canal 
court. This arch, one of the mo., no¬ 
ticeable in the group of structures, is 
decorated witli a frieze composed of the 
transmississippi state’, tlie whole be¬ 
ing surmounted by lpture figures 
bearing the United States shield.

All 
tin- buildings, gateways, colonnades 
and bridges forming this n ini group 
are parts of r composition, each hex¬ 
ing Its own share in the architectural 
effect to be produced, one point to be 
noted in the success of tlie designers 
is iu keeping free from the influence of 
other expositions. The World's Fair is 
not in any way recalled by the trans- 
misslssippi exposition except in such 
particulars as one great display of the 
kind must of necessity resent ole an¬ 
other. Vine shaded promenade of col¬ 
umns, treated in the Pompeiian utau- 


ror will take place the water festivities, 
swimming and diving displays, which 
can be observed from the colonnades 
and from the steps surrounding the 
water. 

The railroad terminal building will ' 
be situated at the base of the bluff de¬ 
fining the east edge of the sectiou of 
the exposition grounds devoted to con¬ 
cessions. Two broad stairways follow ; 
a zig-zag line up the face of the bluff. 
These stairways will be about forty 
feet apart and the space between them 
will be converted into a waterfall. The 
distance from the level of the railroad 
tracks to the top of the bluff Is about 
thirty-three feet, and this distance will 
be divided into three waterfalls, ea< h 
having a fall of about ten feet. This ; 
arrangement will give the landscape J 
architect ample opportunity for pro¬ 
ducing plcasiug effects and will la- an 
attractive feature to visitors. It will 
be necessary to dispose of over 1,000,- 
000 gallons of water each day in or¬ 
der to keep the water in the lagoons 
in good condition, and it is thought 
that the waterfall will accomplish this 
result, while adding a pleasing feature 
to the grounds. 

Visitors boating in the lagoon will pass , 
all the main buildings of the Almedu. 
government, agricultural, mines, ma¬ 
chinery. art, auditorium and manufac¬ 
tures. Terraces will show, with great 
hemicycle stairways crowned with 
kiosks; there will be electric water 
grottoes, a mammoth cave, a bluff 
transformed into a great park, and in 
eludinf the horticultural, forestry, 
dairy, apiary and other exhibits. The 
band terrace will sent 100,000 persons, 
and north of It will be placed tin- live 
stock and irrigation exhibits and ath¬ 
letic fields. A massive attractive fea¬ 
ture in tlie architectural sectiou will be 
Sherman's umbrella, a device invented 
by a Chicago man. by which passengers 
are elevated to a height of 250 feet and 
revolved slowly within n circle, whose 
diameter is 250 feet. At night the tow¬ 
er will be brilliantly Illuminated by 
electricity, while at the apex a powerful 
flashlight will be placed. This stream 
of light may lx- seen for a distance of 
150 miles. The mammoth umbrella 
will stand on tlie bluff east of tlie via¬ 
duct and not far from tlie terminal sta¬ 
tion from which passengers ascend to 
the Midway or amusement section. 
Tliis bluff rises many feet above tin- j 
level of the river, and when the arms 
of the umbrella are extended passen- ; 
gers iu the ears will be over 500 feet 
above the river. 

Omaha Is not worrying about her 
ability to care for the attendance at 
tlie exposition. Bed and hoard for 100,- 
000 strangers are to be provided for. 
There will likewise be no difficulty in 
getting in and out of the city during 
the most crowded ]>erio<ls of tin- exposi- [ 
tion. Thirteen railway systems con- ! 
verge at the city. In tills respect it is j 
one of the most favorably located cen¬ 
ters of population In the country. 
Eighty passenger trains arrive and de¬ 
part dally, nnd live great railroads 
maintain headquarters in Omaha. A 
new union depot is now under construc¬ 
tion. It will cost $400,000 and will lie

Tlie elephant's first 
manoeuvre is to kneel down close to ] 
tlie declivity. One foreleg is then cau¬ 
tiously passed over the edge and a 
short way down the slope, and if lie 
ttnds there is no good spot for a firm 
foothold, he speedily forms one by ; 
stamping into the soli If It Is moist, or 
kicking out a footing if It is dry. If 1 
the elephant Is now sure of a good foot¬ 
hold, the other foreleg Is brought down 
In the same way. Then lie performs 
tlie same work over again with ills 
feet, bringing both forelegs a little in 
advance of tlie first foothold. Tills 
leaves good places already made for the 
bind feet. Now, bracing himself tip by , 
his huge, strong forelegs, lie draws his 
bind legs, first one and then the other, 
carefully over the edge, where they oc¬ 
cupy tin- first places made by the fore¬ 
feet. This is the way the huge animal 
proceeds all the way down, zigzag, 
kneeling every time with the two hind 
legs while lie makes footholes with ills 
forefeet. Thus the center of gravity 
Is preserved, and the huge lieast pre¬ 
vented from toppling over on ills nose.

| Swallowed :I05,000 Drinks tn Fifty 
Years ami Still Lives. 

To Dr. Charles E. Mooney, of Lexing¬ 
ton, Ky„ must lit- yielded the title of 
champion whisky drinker of the world. 

I The doctor claims that he has for fifty 
I years averaged over t wenty drinks of 
j whisky daily, a grand total of 3(13,000 
: drinks. He is somewhat broken in 
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health nt the present time, hut does not 
attribute this to the use of liquor, which 
he continues to Indulge In at the old 
gait. When quite a young man the 
doctor admits to having occasionally 
yielded to the influence of liquor, but 
he proudly declares now that he lias 
not been \lruuk In over thirty years; 
Ilia I is, so as to /m-jfet that lie Is a 
gentleman. The facts are astounding 
wju-u analyzed. 

The average Kentucky drink of wlii.4- 
ky. or average in any other place for 
that matter, is one gill. Get out your 
arithmetic and figure. If the doctor 
lias drunk 3(15,000 drinks of whisky at 
one gill each drink lie lias consumed 
91.250 pints, or 45,(125 quarts, or 11,40(1 
gallons. This a mount of liquor will till 
181 hogsheads, or 302 barrels of the 
usual size In which spirits are packed. 
This liquor would till one tank twenty 
feet high and eight feet lit diameter. 
Tin- barrels piled up In a pyramid would 
sit hi off a view of tlie Washington 
monument. 

It would require fifty tons of rye or 
coni to make this quantity of whisky, 
and Hs actual weight avoirdupois 
would be 114,000 pounds. That Is 
more whisky than is drunk in all of 
Greater New York in one week. Dr, 
Mooney was fifty years accomplishing 
tlie task, and aside from that he was 
a busy mail, for a lengthy sketch of the 
gentleman now going the rounds of the 
Southern newspapers states that Dr. 
Mooney lias lmd the most varied career 
of any man ill tin* state of Kentucky, 
for he bus, in turn, been a student of 
old Transylvania University, a printer, 
a soldier in the Mexican war, a news 
dealer, confectioner, grocer, saloonlst, 
editor, actor and doctor. He was horn 
January 15, 1824, In Mobile, Ala. He, 
however, went to Kentucky when he 
was nine years of age and laid the 
foundation for that thirst which has 
rendered him forever famous iu that 
commonwealth.—New York Journal.
